the emplıasis on it is varying. 1 

There are few concrete additions to the 
substartco of the confererice to report at 
the noment. Brezhnev has said that Mos- 
cow will take all suggestions from other 
countries into account, but then this was 
only to be expected. Right from the start 
the Eastern Bloc has given assurances that 
everyone will have his say. 

The clearest impulse to the conference 
in recent times las come from the meet- 
ing of the Nato council in Rome. Detailed 
suggestions for mutual détente agrec- 
ments resulted from this conference, And 
even more detailed plans for mutual con- 
sidered withdrawals of troops were drawn 
up. 

On the question of troop withdrawals 
Moscow has given a speedy and unmis- 
takable sigt that it has ıo such plans fot 
the moment. No reason has been given, 
but presumably the Soviet Union fecls 
that the tlme is not ripe in the Eastern 
Bloc for a reductlon of military presence. 

Budapest has reacted in a quite dif- 
ferent munnor, Hungarian Foreign ‘Minis: 
ler Dr JAnos Péter sald ou 4 recent visit lo 
Norway that there should be no ohjec- 
tions to troop withdrawals being made an 
ilem On Lhe agenda of a European securi- 
ty cotference, 

Since It is a general rule in commutilst 
States for items on the Agenda of a 
conference to be decided im advance it 
follows that in the Eastern’ Bloc there is 
as yet little unanimity op the points to be 
discussed at a European security Confer

36 per cent of those inter- 
viewed would agree to the marrlage of 
their daughter or sister to a Spaniard 
while only 24 e cent would approve of 
a marriage with one of the other groups.

Sensational newspaper roports on 
crimes committed by foreign workers al- 
ways lead people in this country to be- 
lieve that the erime rate is particularly 
high among foreigners.

rise of monopolies and predicted future 
gigantic mergers of already large corm- 
panies and foretold how vulnerable they 
would be In times of crisis. With this he 
successfully contradicted bourgeois tlıeo- 
reticlans such as Lujo Brentano. 

Engels greatest claim to fame is that he 
foresaw the risks of modern imperialism 
at the time whieh İt was just beginning. 
Without, doubt, in his later years Engels 
could be regarded as being a very modern 
thinker. : 

Engels’ role a$ a commentator on the 
history of war and as a military expert 
was not generally appreciated until later. 
In the Federal' Republic this aspect of his 
creative’ work has ‘been given very little 
attention until quite recently. Hans G. 
Helms in his critique on Federal' Republic 
editions of the works of Marx and Engels, 
published last year, was justified in 
claining that this is “a particularly 
strikiig gap” in the literature on Engels. 

In this respect the Wuppertal Con- 
ference could be sald to’ have broken new 
round; A whole section. of the con- 
erence with tiırece long lectures was 
devoted to Engels’ studies on War. 
'Werrier Hahlweg from Minster reported 
of an edition of unpublished military 
documents among Marx’ and Engels” 
literary estate which is being prepared for 
publication with a critical introduction 
and footnotes, 2 

Jehuda L, Wallaclı from Tel Aviv gave a 
corıprehensive picture of the corres- 
pondence of Engels on e history of war,

Warbol’s ‘Flesh’ 
released uncut} 


FH sera! Republic cinemas have gone 
“underground”! At the end of May 
pop-artist Andy Warhol’s Flesh appeared 
in Federal Republic cinemas. 

This countty’s voluntary film-contral 

board allowed it to be shown uncut, It has 
been showing both in original English und 
dubbed in German. Warhol insisted on 
checking the German dubbing before he 
would allow his film to be released in this 
fom. 
. Flesh tells of the experiences of a 
young man who earns a living for himself, 
his wife and their young baby by.hustling 
on Manhattan's 42nd street. 

Warhol extracts one day from Joe, the 
male prostitute’s life. Flis wife asks him to 
get $200 for her girl-friend to have an 
abortion. 

Joe finds a young kid who is worth $20 
to him and then strikes lucky with arı 
Englishman whom he persuades to pay 
him $100. The Englishman who has a 
“thing? about Greek athletes, only wants 
to take pictures of Joe in the nude. 

Following this he meets a group of 
beginners and gives them some good ad- 
vice then visits his ex«girl friend Geri, a 
striptease dancer. 

n his way back home an old freind, a 
sports teacher, gives Joe the remaining 
money he needs. Back home he finds out 
that the abortion was not necessary after 
all. Joe goes to sleep and leaves his wife 
‘and her girlfriend to each other. 

“Films should describe things as they 
are,” says Warhol, Flesh does so. It is 
frank, unpretentious and direct, No film 
befare it has shown so nmuclı naked flesh, 
-but rıever before, critics are agreed, as 
nakedness been so free from obscenl- 
ty and pandering to the voyeurlsm of the 
avdrence. 5 

The technique of Warhol films is sim’ 
pla, basic and pseudo-primitive, Technical 
Imperfections which occasionally striké 
an audience as being a sign of inacleçuucy 
is a deliberate syle, ل‎ 

Warhol said: “The lighting is lousy, 
the camera work ls lousy, the projectlon 
is lousy .,. but the people are beautiful.” 
He has tried te re-discover Iuırman beings 
for the cinema. 

Warhol's “heros" are predominantly 
male. He portrays hustlcrs, boys who 
roam the streets to make money out of 
their sex in the big city jungle of New 
York. 

In all Warlkol has already male more 
than 150 films but he has only issued the

This analysis of viewing habits has na- 
turally had some effect on progranıme 
planning. Following it programmes can be 
more directly aimed, And it will form the 
basis for a more thorough survey to be 
undertaken at a later date, 

This is not’ to say that millions of 
vlewers will have to plar their whole lives 
so as not to miss their favourite pro- 
grammes. It simply means that the comi- 
panies will pay greater heed 1o their 
customers’ requirements. 

Another factor to which the conpanies 
may give greater attention is offering time 
for political programmes that can be alm- 
ed at that section of the communlty for 
which they are intended.
